SAVOY AND NICE. 

The Courrier de Dimanche belicves that the Austrian, 
Russian, and Prussian replies to the circular of the 
t3th of March have been already received at Paris. 
The Austrian reply simply informs the French 
Government that an answer has been made tothe 
overtures from London, The Russian reply is 
a sort of funeral oration over the treaties of 1815, 
but to the effect that Russia will not prevent the 
annexation of Savoy, as this is accomplished with 
the free consent of the King of Sardinia. The Prus- 
sian note appears to be more energetic, but M. de 
Schleinitz refrains from committing himself till his 
Government shall have agreed with that of Eng- 
land on the course to be pursued. 

GERMAN OPINIONS. 

The Allgemeine Zeitung has an article on “ Self- 
Government” and “ Universal Suffrage,’ in which it 
refers to the European politics of the preseut day, 
and especially defends English institutions against the 
attacks of the French press. Itsays:— . io 

“ Unless we are eompletely deceived, public opinion 
in England begins to see clearer into the matter of the 
2nd of December, and to adopt the convictions of 
Germany. The symptoms are more and more in accord ; 
the conduct of all parties is beginning to harmonise ; 
it is assuming a definite form ; it appears a Power on 
the stage of the world. Public opinion in Germany is

The debates in Parliament and in the press are pre- 
cursory signs; the time will come when the people 
will stir themselves, will meet, make speeches, 
will press the Ministers; and the time is gone 
by for the entry of Austria into the Lomelline 
(Novara) to be called a crime. The wmove- 
ment has begun; the masses are beginning to agi- 
tate; we shall end by seeing them share our convictions. 
The Times is right when it says that at this day a Minis- 
ter would be sent to Bedlam who should make war on 
account of Savoy; but to-morrow he would go of him- 
selfto Bedlam if he refused to make war fora straw, 
when the public opinion of England held that that straw 
should be attacked. The Constitution nel seems to have 
a presentiment of this, and to know that the coalition 
which it would conjure by its pleasantries is nearer than 
its wishes, and that France has a vague feeling of its 
coming. ‘The Constitutionnel does well to watch atten- 
tively public opinion in England, for it is the immense 
value of self-government and its importance in the world 
to create coalitions that cannot be torn. And, thank 
God. in spite of thousands of things, England will find 
a different Germany from them. If she comes to seck 
us now, she will find us ready and worthy of giving 
her our hand, England and Germany have to-day no 
need of a Pit to make an alliance, but may, if need be, 
content themselves with a Russell.” 


THE INDIAN BUDGET. 

Mr. Wilson made his financial statement 
Council of India on the 18th of February. It occupied 
three hours in delivery. The leading men of all classes 
in Calcutta, merchants, civil and military officers, 
Bengalees, l’arsees, and others crowded the Chamber 
to hear it. The following is an outline of the state- 
ment :— 

After an introduction, in which he referred to his own 
appointment to the bill previously introduced by Mr. 
Harington, and now abandoned, and to the events of the 
rebellion, and the financial disorder to which it had 
given rise, Mr. Wilson pledged himself to lay betore 
the Council, “without suppression on the one hand, 
and without exaggeration on the other, the exact state 
of the financial position.” Government itself suffers 
most from secrecy or uncertainty. Though India has 
no representative assembly, and it may be idle to specu- 
late on the time when it will have such an institution, 
there is an enlightened public — & free press, and 
free discussion—all necessary elements of a prosperous, 
social structure ; by frankness will the sympathies and 
aid of the public best be enlisted. 

The final estimate of the income and expenditure of 
1859-60 shows a deficit in India and England of 
£9,290,129, or nearly three millions more than the ac- 
counts sent home by the Government of India in 
September last. This large discrepancy is owing to a mis 
take in the military expenditure of Bombay of £600,000, 
andiin the commissariat of Madras of £30000; while the 
estimated receipts from 3 taxes to the extent ot 
three-fourths ot a million proved a failure, there was 
an unexpected increase in the Public Works Depart- 
ment, the railway account was wrong by £833,000, and 
the Home charges showed an increase of £640,000 ; the 
whole amounting to upwards of three millions. The 
September statement was issued in good faith, but 
such errors as these are a proof of the necessity for an 
immediate and radical change of the system which 
originated them. The actual deficit of 94 millions

SOUTH AMERICAN AND PATAGONIAN 
MISSION. 
The Annual Meeting of the Dublin Auxiliary of the 
above valuable Missionary Society was held yesterday, 


in the Pillar Room of the Rotunda. There were present 
—The Venerable the Lord Archbishop of Dublin; the 
Archdeacon of Dublin; the Archdeacon of Glendalough ; 
the Dean of St. Patrick’s; Rev. William Gray, Travel- 
ling Secretary to the Society; Rev. Alexander Pollock, 
A.M.; Rev. Mr. Herd, &c., &c. Shortly after one 
o'clock the chair was taken by 
His Grace the Archbishop of Dustin. 

The meeting having been opened with prayer. 

The Secretary read a statement of the society s ac- 

nts for the past year. 
“His Grace shid—1 could have wished to see a larger 
attendance here to-day ; but I trust that you present 
will take means to make known to your friends who 
are absent the particulars you will hear to-day respect- 
ing this most tmportant society, for which I have done 
all I could to aid and encourage from the beginning. 
You will hear some details fe the mission 
during our proceedings; but I wish to make one re- 
mark in reference to them, in order to remove any pre- 
judice which — — 

ress of the work. 

~ made by cautious and gradual steps. 
There are some persons, perhaps, who are too 
impatient to bring the light of the Gospel all at once 
to the darkness of the heathen in a country we are 
conversant with. I believe the society is proceeding in 
the wisest and most rational manner, by making civili- 
sation and religion go hand in hand. I believe the 
savage, so long as he continues a savage, is incapable of 
being a Christian. The characteristic of savages is im- 
providence. The man who can be hardly brought to 
think of to-morrow, much less to sow his land in the 
hope of reaping a harvest in five or six months after- 
wards, will listen with great apathy when spoken to 
about the next world. ‘They should see the example of 
civilised men provident in the things of this world, aud 
be taught the common arts of life. Then they will be 
brought to see that those persons have their interests 
and welfare at heart, and gradually learn the advan- 
tages of providence and forethought. You will find the 
result will be that they will be brought to place their 
dependence and faith at last on the things which are 
seen and temporal, but on the things which are not 
seen and are eternal. That is the way we train 
children. What would be the use of telling a child of 
two or three years old what is to happenin after life or 
after death? lle can be only brought to comprehend 
some immediate benefit or advantage. As he grows 
older, he will come to think of some reward to be given 
him three months hence, at the end of a school or col- 
lege term. By degress we are led on, by little and little, 
to place our faith in that which is more remote, and, 
of course, if we proceed like real rational human beings, 
we will be enabled, by Divine Grace, to place our hopes, 
anxieties, andcares, not on the things of this world, 
but-the next. That is the way we must proceed with 
savages, who are, in fact, adult children. They must 
be taught to place faith in what is more and more re- 
mote—First, in that which will take place in six 
months, or a year; and then they will be brought at 
last to think of the care of their eternal souls. Let no 
one, therefore, disparage this society for proceeding 
slowly, by teaching, first, the rudiments of civilisation 
dt of life, and laying, by that means, the foundation 
ledge. (Applause) ~veseteneture of future know- 

The Kev. Wm. Gray, travelling secretary to the so- 
ciety, proposed the first resolution, to the effect that the 
meeting, considering the great difficulties with which 
the society had to contend during the past year, re- 
ceived the statement of accounts submitted by the se- 
cretary with satisfaction, and accepted it as a pledge of 
increasing interest and aid on the part of the Dublin 
auxiliary under the altered and more hopeful circum- 
stances of the mission. He said he remembered per- 
tectly well when first he became acquainted with the 
society. Mr. Stirling, who was the secretary in Ci 
den, had just returned from Dublin. When he had gone 
there he said there seemed to be a dark cloud hanging 
over the minds of those who had formerly taken an in- 
terest in that society. He almost despaired of making 
any impression, as the first thing that was done was to 
point out to him every journal and magazine in which 
any unfavourable notice of the society had appeared. 
When the Dublin clergy, however, were satisfied that 
the statements put forth in reference to the society 
were not founded on fact, then, indeed, they entered with 
the warmest spirit into the matter. Immediately 
after this he was called to London, and the 
effect of the proceedings in Dublin, in aid of the 
society, was to excite there an interest in its welfare 
which had not flagged. Since last year they had been 
sent a sum of £50 by the Dublin clergy, who had search- 
ed after the truth. One of tlre difficulties which beset 
the society at that time arose from the misstatement 
of the late master of the Allen Gardiner, Capt. Snow. 
who by his conduct had very considerably decreased 
the income of the society. That difficulty had since, 
most happily, passed away. Ile was set aside by the 
Falkland authorities when their chief missionary, the 
Kev. G. F. Despard, went out. Captain Snow had 
been sent out without a head missionary, and, in 
consequence of being left without control, he fancied 
that he had a right to be head of the mission indepen- 
dently of the mission itself, and perfectly independent 
of the committee. When Mr. Despard went out, he 
found Captain Snow unwilling to work under him in 
any way; infact, he refused to give him up tha mission- 
ary vessel. The whole matter was referred to 
the Falkland authorities, and they proceeded so 


Its progress is slow, 


far as to plant cannon towards the harbour 
so as to command the vessel, and said that 
if Captain Snow would attempt to take the 


vessel out without, authority cannon would be fired 
into her. Ile camd home and appealed to the com- 
mittee, who gave lim £50 for his travelling expenses, 
but decided that hd was completely wrong and that Mr. 
Des was right. Captain Snow then appealed to 
Parliament, but the matter dropped, there being no case, 
The correspondence was published which passed 
between the Falkland authorities, Mr, Despard, and 
Captain Snow. Not satistied with going betere Parlia- 
ment, he brought the matter before a court of law, but the 
judge, after hearing him for eight hours, was of 
opinion he had no case, as he stood in the position of a 
servant ; that Mr. Despard was in the position of a 
master over him, that he was disobedient, and rightfully 
dismissed. The only case-he could establish was, that 
he wished to return to his duties, but was not allowed. 
Time was granted to allow him to send for some papers 
to Falkland, which, he said, were material; but he only 
damaged his own case ; and, when it was brought on 
again, the jury, without retiring from the box, gave a 
verdict in favour of the committee. Towards the ex- 
penses of that most vexatious litigation, they had paid 
about £50, of which they had received £44. He trusted 
other friends would enable them to; pay the residue 
Another difficulty then arose. Menbegan to say that. 
they had established their mission in the Falklands, and 
noton the mainland, and that they thought it was 
wrong, as the natives could never be got to come from 
Tierra del Fuego, and settle there. But that dín. 
culty aud objection were set aside by the fact 
of James Button and his family, together with 
others, being brought over to the Falklands. 
Then it was said, that though they had got 
the natives to come over, it was a very expen- 
sive plan, and not the wisest one. But that was not 
so. It was likewise said the language could be learned 
easier in Tierra del Fuego than on the Falklands. 
That was not the case, Captain Gardiner found it an 
utter impossibility to do so, surrounded as he was with 
so much tumult and noise. They found they could 
learn the language exceedingly well in the Falklands 
and having nine natives under their own care, they 
learned it very rapidly. Four bundred words were 
acquired from James Button, and the wmis- 
sionaries had learned one thousand words from 
other natives. Mr, Despard and his family could com- 
municate with the greatest ease with those natives. 
Again, it was said to them they ought to go to the 
mainland, where they could show a 2 spirit 
and where a missionary association was bred up, that 
had no claim to be where they were, and the

was filled with beauty and with plenty, and all over the 
coast of Tierra del Fuego vessels could be seen laden 
with abundance. (Applause.) Now that these difficul- 
ties had been mire ó mí — to see the progress 
which had been made. The natives who had been 
brought over to the settlement had done well. When 
Jemmy Button was brought back to the Falkland 
Islands by Mr. Despard he exhibited at first willing- 
ness to work, but he soon tired, and it was a! when 
he was promised a reward that he resumed his labour. 
Mr. I had some ship biscuits, and offered one for 
each tree felled. This produced the desired effect : 
the man, seeing a chance of immediate reward, set to work, 
and carried burdens which the sailors were not able to 
lift. Mr. Despard, having remained for some time 
among the natives, asked would any of them accom- 
pany him on his intended journey, and so nu- 
merous were the applications that was obliged 
to make a selection. He selected three most intelligent 
men and their wives, two lads aged respectively 
14 and 16 years, and a little baby girl, named 
Katty. These were brought over to the 
settlement, and immediately the work of training com- 
menced. Some were instructed by the catechist, some 
were placed under the care of Mrs. Phillips, and some 
under the care of Mrs. Despard. The first sign of re- 
formation was that they washed themselves frequently, 
under the belief that they would become white 
if they washed themselves often enough. (Laughter). 
They also commenced to keep their dwellings 
clean, and to wear their clothes as English people 
used to do, not as they were in the habit of wear- 
ing them—namely, tear up a petticoat and make 
bracelets of it for their legs and arms. Then they as- 
sisted in the household duties at Mr. Deápard's, and 
sometimes went over to him to tea, at which they con- 
ducted themselves very creditably. The lads learned 
the English language, and, in time, sssisted Mr. Despard 
in acquiring a knowledge of their native tongue. They 
also learned to draw a little, and also to sing. Their 
natural powers were great, and their minds seemed to 
be exactly catching at the notion which filled 
the mind of the teacher, and which he wished to 
impress on them. This was unquestionably a great 
improvement on their primeval state. When the 
society first mot with them, they had no notion ofa 
God; they did not understand that such a being existed, 
they had some notion about the devil—that was, they 
believed there was an evil spirit, and that it they named 
him he would appear and punish them. They had now 
learned there was a God who loved them, a Christ who 
died for them, and a Holy Spirit ready to sanctity them. 
(Hear, hear.) These great truths they had grasped, no 
doubt, in an imperfect way; but still they had grasped 
them and carried them back to their country. The 
progress made on the Falkland Islands had been very 
great, and, now that they were left to them- 
selves, it was to be hoped that the good seed sown 
would, in due time, produce good fruit. He believed 
that Jemmy Button, and those with him, would be going 
“back to their own country, and next year the Christian 
public mightexpect to hear of still greater progress, 
because these men would be made available for preach- 
ing the truths they had learned to their countrymen. In 
Patagonia they had sent out a missionary, Mr. Schmid, 
and he had been resident there for ten months. When he 
went there he found the natives immersed in the most 
absurd superstitions. Whena man died his favourite horse 
was killed, stufled, and placed to watch over his grave, the 
belief being that the deceased would have this horse to 
| ride in the next world. It was to such a country, whose 
people entertained such heathenish notions, that M. 
Schmid had gone. Although a small, asthmatic man, 
he learned to ride in order that he might carry on in- 
tercourse with the natives who were great equestrians, 
to learn their language, and, if possible, to get them to 
settle down. Their present habits were to hunt wild 
animals over a large tract of country, for the purpose 
of their skins, and the feathers of the ostriches, which 
they exchanged for drink and tobacco. When they had 


these an ant yery frunk, and smoke’ away 
obacco, fancying they had attained the summum 
bonum of human happiness. The first thing to be 
done was, to teach them to cultivate the land and grow 
maize. If once they began to grow crops, there 
was no doubt but they would settle down. This 
plan had been tried in Africa and it succeeded. 
They had with Mr. Schmidt a truly Christian 
man, named Hemzigen. He was a man very devoted 
to the cause, and of the rarest possible spirit. 
He (Mr. Grey) heard him deliver a speech at Clifton, 
and he never was more struck. He knew the difficul- 
ties and dangers that were before him, yet he faced them 
boldly, and in writing afterwards he said, “My lot has 
fallen to me in a pleasant place— yea, I have a Godly 
heritage.” Then they had Mr, Gardiner (son of Cap- 
tain Gardiner), and he was going to Chili or Falk- 
land Islands. His first intention was that he would 
go to Chili; but he now seemed to think it would be 
better for him to join Mr. Despard, and act in the ca- 
pacity of medical missionary, which was very 
much wanted. They had now steamers plying along 
the Amazon, and consequently there was no difficulty in 
penetrating into Brazil. Ihe Government there offered no 
opposition, being most liberal in ite policy, and they 
had also access to other parts of the country where 
there were valuable silver and coal mines. Their way 
was open to the centre of South America. The agency 
brought to bear was—on the North they had the Gospel 
Propagation Society, the agents of which had come in 
contact with some of the Indians, and they reported 
that these savages were easily dealt with; around the 
coast of Brazil they had the Spanish Evangelisation 
Society, and it connected the Western coast; on the 
South coast they had the Bible Society preparing their 
way. There were about 240 colonists there now. 
and they had their schoolmaster and pastor, This was a 
most interesting colony; in fact, sogreat was the interest 
manifested in it, that he saw in the 7imes,a few days since, 
that at a small meeting held in Manchester, in aid of the 
funds of the mission, upwards of £200 were subscribed 
Their way was quite clear to go on as they had begun, 
and to advance as (;od had allowed them to advance, 
going to the mainland when it was possible and safe 
for them to go, and going on gradually, but surely, 
with their work. He did not believe but that the in- 
terest excited in Dublin would increase, for all their 
difficulties had passed away. He had great pleasure in 
thanking them for the aid and support they had given, 
and in proposing the resolution which he had proposed 
at the commencement. 


The Venerable the Archdeacon of Dublin seconded 
the resolution. Ile trusted that the effect of the state- 
ments which had been made would be to augment the 
number of the society's supporters, and stimulate them 
to increased exertions. 


The resolution was then put from the chair and car- 
ried unanimously. 


The Dean of St. Patrick's moved the next resolu- 
tion: — That this meeting has heard with much pleasure 
the progress already made in the acquisition of the 
Tekeenica dialect, and in the instruction of the natives, 
and feels that this gives ground for gratitude to God, and 
hopeful anticipation of future success.” He could not 
add anything to the statement they had just heard, and, 
therefore, his observations would be very few. He 
could not help remembering that they were engaged in 
a work which should prosper, because the Almighty 
said, “ the knowledge of the Lord shall cover the 
earth as the waters cover the sea.” 

«Therefore they were perfectly certain as to the 
results of their labours, especially when they considered 
what a la extent of country was open to their 
exertion. He trusted that God would make them the 
instruments in this work. They should remember 
likewise what history told them.

There was a time when they were only known as 
naked savages, with their skins stained blue. 
Yet God, in his Providence, by sending them the grace of 
the Gospel, and bringing them in contact á mene 
civilised nations, had taught them now the cultivation 
of everything pure, holy, and godly, and they were now 
pursuing a course brought a blessing on itself and 
a blessing on others.

Excommunication.—The Union explains in the fol. 
lowing terms the nature of excommunication from the 
Church of Rome :—* Theologians generally define ex- 
communication as ‘an ecclesiastical sentence by which 
n is excluded from the number of the members 
of the Church.“ Such are Bergier’s terms. The Abbe 
Laqueux is more explicit— Excommunication,’ says he 
‘is an ecclesiastical censure which deprives a person ;

dience in some grave matter. There are several 
of excommunication ; the major @xcommunica- 
tion is attended with very serious consequences ; for 
instance, it deprives a person of al! participation in 
the public prayers which the Church makes for the 
faithful ; of the right of administering or receiving the 
sacraments uf the right of attending Divine service &c.
